U. S. Naval Officers 
Warned British Cable 
Layer in 1920 That At- 
tempt to Land Cable at 
Miami Would Meet 
Force. 


New York, January 18.—Injunc- 
tion proceedings to prevent the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
from landing its cable from the 
Barbados, at Miami, Fla., were in- 
stituted in the federal court here 
today. The object gf the suit 1s 
to prevent the landing on American 
soil by a British. company, in co- 
operation th the defendant tele- 
graph company, of a cable which 
now extends frem the Barbados to 
Brazil. 

The government alleged in its 
pleadings that the 8 
cable is monopolistic, as it hold 
exclusive franchise from the g 
ernment of Brazil, which eas 
that no other company may connect 
* by submarine cable any two of the 
points within Brazil touched by the 
lines of the British company. 

Policy of Gevernment. 

The pleading also recited that ‘the 
Policy of the government for the 
past 50 years has been to secure for 
American citizens the right to main- 
tain and operate cables between the 
United States and foreign countries 
on a basis of equality with citizens 
of other nations. 

The practical effect of the Bra- 
zilian monopoly, it is alleged, is to 
shut off the right of an American 
company in the future of laying a 
direct cable between Brazil and the 
United States; this would preclude 
the possibility of connecting Rio de 
Janeiro and other cities of the Bra- 
Allan seaboard directly with the 
United States by submarine cable. 

Force Threatened. 

In the absence of permission to 
land the cable on the Florida coast, 
in August, 1920, the Western Union 
Telegraph company, the pleadings 
alleged, caused the British ship Co- 
lonia to proceed to wage for the 
purpose of connecting at point 
/With the Barbados by cable. Na- 
acting under orders 
from the secretary of the navy, 
boarded the British ship and gave 
warning that any attempt to land 
the cable on American mainland

Beginning March 1, All 
Express Business Over 
Lines of Southern and 
Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
roads Will Be Handled 


by New Concern. 


Official announcement was made 
yesterday from the headquarters of 
the Southern railway system at 
Washington of the organization ofa 
new express company to be known 
as the Southeastern Express Com- 
p.ny to compete with the Ameri- 
can Railway Express company in 
the territory covered by the South- 
ern railway system and its affi- 
liating lines. 

This means that the new com- 
pany will cover all\that part of 
the south between Baltimore and 
New Orleans, and south of a line 
drawn between Cincinnat! and St. 
Louis, including both of these 
cities. 

A veteran official, John B. Hock- 
| aday, of the old Southern Express | 
company, becomes president of the 
hew company. 

Atlanta Will bé the general head- 
quarters of the new Gompany.. 
which, it is officially ‘announced, 
will be ready. for business begin- 
ning March 1. 

The. Constitution published sev- 
eral weeks ago the announcement 
of the application for a charter of 
the new company in Alabama. In 
due course this charter was grant- 
ed and the step now announced 
has been expected for sometime. 

The charter was applied for by 
those closely affiliated with the 
Southern railway system and the 
official announcement of the new 
company from the headquarters of 
that system indicates that the 
Southern and its owned or affi- 
liated lines will form the basis of 
the new company. 


Two Competing Companies. 

It is said that already most of 
the other big systems in the south 
have signed up with the American 
Railway Express company, Includ- 
ing the Atlantic Coast line, the 
Seaboard Air Line, the Central of 
Georgia railway and the L. & N. 


system 


It appears, therefore, that the 
Southern railway and its affiliated 
lines propose to handle their own 
express business, while most of the 
other railroads in the south will 
continue with the American Rail- 

y Express company, thus fur- 
nishing two great railway express 
companies for the southeastern 
section, 

This means, of course, a general 
rerouting of express business 
throughout the south. 

The Southern will handle its 
own express cars from Washington 
through Atlanta to New Orleans, 
and to other points over its sys- 
tem. : 

This will, of course, force the 
American Railway Express com- 
pany to make routings over other 
lines and it is understood that two 
direct routes from Atlanta to the 
east are already available and 
that both of them will be used. 

Ons is the Seaboard direct to 
Washington and the other is oyer 
the Georgia railroad from Atlanta 
to Augusta, and from thence over 
the Atlantic coast line to Florence 
and Washington. 

The Southern has its own direct 
rail cOhnection from Atlanta to 
New Orleans via Birmingham, leav- 
ing two direct lines to the Ameri- 
can Railwag Express company via 
the Atalanta & West Point railway 
to Montgomery, and from thence 


via the L. & N. to New Orleans, or 


making direct connection with the 
L. & N. over the Seaboard at Bir- 
mingham. N a 
The Southern has its own line 
from Atlanta to Jacksonville, but 
the Central of Georgia connection 
with the Seaboard and the Atlantic 
Coast line, in Florida, places the 
American Railway Express com- 
pany practically in command of 
the Florida situation.

Congressman L arsen 
Prominent in Fight to 
Hold Membership at the 
Present Figure—Negro- 
Backed Amendment Ex- 
pected Today. 


Washington, January 18.—After 


five hours of argument and oratory, 
the house, like a jury, not required 
to be locked up, went home tonight 


to deliberate over the proposal to 


increase its membership from 435 


to 483. 

Such a storm of protest was wis- 
ed, however, t the bill that the 
house leaders predicted the verdict 
tomorrow would be against the in- 
crease and for an amendment hold- 
ing seats to-the present total. The 
debate touched on every possible 
point, although Representative 
Clark, former democratic leader, de- 
clared it was not different from that 
heard after every decennial census 
for. the last halt century. 

Rising to speak in opposition to 
the bill, Representative Esch, repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, who failed of re- 
election last year after a continu- 
ous service of twenty-two years, 
was greeted by a demonstration by 
republicans and democrats alike. 
Then when he had the undivided at- 
tention, Mr. Esch declared the house 
ec uld not justify its action in add- 
In- to the membership simply to 
Save one seat in Maing and another 
in Missotri. 

Calls for Courage. 

“Why can’t this house have the 
courage to say it will not do that?’ 
he asked. “The people of your state 
are not so much concerned with the 
number of representatives as they 
are with the question of abliity and 
efficiency. It is not too difficult 
to remember the time when Maine, 
with four members, had more influ- 
ence here than New York, with its 
thirty.” 

Some members even from states 
which stand to lose representation 
opposed the bill and insisted on the 
amendment proposed by Represent- 
ative Barbour, republican, Califor- 
hia, which would keep the total as 
it stands today. This was particu- 
larly true of Mississippi, slated to 
lose a seat, three of its representa- 
tives—Sisson, Humphreys and Ste- 
phens—fighting for the 
number. 

There was, however, a plea from 
Representative Aswell, democrat, 
Louisiana, whose state would lose 
one member, that reduction should 
not obtain at the time wom-

As the result of an alleged family 
quarrel L. I. Barton, aged 33, a 


farmer living on Walters avenue, 
near Hapeville, was shot and in- 
Stantly killed at 7 o’clock Tuesday 
night in a gun battle in which his 
slayer, Guy Wallace, a sheet metal 
worker of 102 Fortress street, was 
painfully wounded and his brother, 
George Wallace, severely injured, 
Guy Wallace is being held at the 
Tower on a charge of murder. 

According to the statement ot 
Barton's slayer, the trouble arose 
from threats by Barton against the 
life of his wife, who is the sister 
of Wallace. It is also allered that 
the victim had said he would kill 
Wallace and members of his fam- 
ily. 

Following the affray, which oc- 
currey near the Barton residence, 
which is just a short distance from 
the Stewart Avenue road, Guy Wal- 
lace, whose hands had been pep- 
pered with birdshot from a gun 
fired by Barton, it Is stated, was 
brought to Grady hospital, and 
George Wallace, who received 
twelve birdshot in the face, was 
given first ald treatment by a Hape- 
ville physician, and afterwards aa. 
brought to Grady, 

Notifies Ceanty Polite. 

Cilfford Wallace, another brother, 
who figuréd in the affair, tele- 
Phoned the county Police of the 
shooting, and Lieutenant Jordan and 
County Policemen Marvin M. Baker 
and R. E. Jackson went to the hos- 
pital and placed the men under ar- 
rest. 

It was found necessary to ampue | 
tate a finger on the right hand of 
Guy Wallace. When the wounds 
had been dressed, the officers placed 
all three brothers under arrest and 
took them to the courthouse, where 
they were closely questioned con- 
cerning the shooting. Upon hearing 
their statements and the admission 
of Guy Wallace that he did the kill- 
ing, George and Clifford Wallace 
were released. 

According to Statements by the 
brothers, they heard last Saturday 
that their sister, the wife of Barton, 
had been receiving cruel treatment 
at his hands, and that he had thrceai- 
ened to kill her.

PROBE OF DEPARTMENT

Untermyer Also Suggests 
Investigation of Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian’s Office. 


New York, January 18.—An im- 
mediate congressional investigation 
of the department of justice and the 
office of the alien property custo- 
dian was recommended by Samuel 
Untermyer in an address tonight at 


a testimonial dinner to Nathan 
Hirsch, prominently identified with 
the campaign against rent prof- 
iteering here. Mr. Untermyer who, 
as chief counsel in the joint legis- 
lative committee’s investigation of 
the alleged building trust, has ob- 
tained numerous indictments, de- 
clared he had no direct legal evi- 
dence against the two departments. 

“But,” he added, “if a fraction 
of what comes to me is true (and 1 
believe much of it to be true), such 
an investigation will disclose to the 
world a series of the most mortify- 
ing scandals that has ever befallen 
our country.” 

“There has never been a govern- 
mental department, national or 
state,” Mr. Untermyer said, so urg- 
ently in need of immediate and 
painstaking investigation as are 
those of the alien property cus- 
todian and the department of jus- 
tice, — from the time of the 
enactment Of the alien property cus- 
todian law. But the investigatſons 
must he conducted, if at all, under 
skillful, searching and strictly non- 
partisan direction, with the ald of 
experienced connsel and only after 
the same careful preparation. such 
as that which precedes the trlal of 
a case.” 

Investigation of the activities of 
the secret service of the depart- 
ment of justice before and durine 
the war, Untermver said. “would 
develop the fact that it did little 
except to relv largely on the re- 
ports of the British secret service 
that were gathered before we en- 
tered the war and to pay off the 
grudges and play its game and in- 
duce us to intern the unfortunates 
who had incurred the enmity before 
we entered the war.”

THRIFT AND INSURANCE 
In the program for National 


Thrift Week~no day stands out 
more prominently than this which 
will be dedicated to Life Insur- 


ance. 
The institution of American 


life insurance has just passed its 
seventy-fifth birthday. Probably 
no feature of American economic 
life has been more notable than 
the stupendous increase in the 
amount of life insurance put in 
force during the last ten years. 
The figures of two hundred and 
sixty-six level premium or Old 
Life companies indicate that more 
insurance has been put into force 
in this country during the last ten 
years than was written in the 
sixty-five years prior thereto, It 
was thought that 1919 would bring 
about the flood-tide of this amaz- 
ing increase, but figures just com- 
piled for 1920 indicate that the 
amount of life insurance put into 
force will top the record for 1919 
by more than twenty per cent, Au- 
thentic figures available thus far 
from one hundred fifty-three of the 
leading life insurance companies 
indicate new business written for 
1920 of nine billion seven hundred 
million, as against eight billion 
twenty-four millioh for the prior 
year. 

It has been conservatively esti- 
mated that the number of new 
policy holders enrolled by Ameri- 
can life insurance companies dur- 
ing 1920 would exceed seven mil- 
lion, a number more than a million 
in excess of the population of the 
city of New York. This has come 
about in spite of the era of re- 
trenchment. 

The stupendous figures demon- 
strate that the lesson of Thrift has 
been brought home to the Ameri- 
can people. It has been well said 
that sociologically the institution 
of life insurance represents the 
greatest contribution that the 
genius and enterprise of America 
have thus far made to the civiliz- 
ing forces of the world. Its sta- 
bilizing influence on the nation 
has far-reaching effects. 

Various reasons have been at- 
tributed to the tremendous. in- 
crease in the volume of new busi- 
ness in force, but generally speak- 
ing, it has been due to the appre- 
ciation of the American people of 
the necessity for carrying out a 
Thrift program with reference to 
personal and business matters, 
and to the good work of the life in- 
surance agent whose tireless work 
is to a large measure responsible 
for carrying the lesson of insur- 
ance thrift to the homes of the 
people.

to the salvage value. The law also 
provides for a reasonable allowance 
for obsolescence, which implies that 
provision may be made for the ex- 
tinction of properties no longer 
suitable because of the normal prog- 
ress of the art or of inade- 
quacy caused by the progress of 
the business, Depreciation and ob- 
solescence deductions are limited to 
property used in the taxpayer's 

e or business, and cannot be 
taken on ‘property used for purely 
individual purposes. 

Intangible property may also be 
depreciated if the use thereof is 
definitely limited in duration. (Pat- 
ents, copyrights, :cénses and fran- 
chises). Good will cannot there- 
fore be Wepreciated, unless it can 
be clearly shown to be of value to 
a business for a limited period only. 
The same would be ‘true of e 
names, trade marks, trade brands 
and secret formulae or processes. 
(Arts. 161, 162 and 163, * 45.)

The government has not fixed 
any depreciation rates, as that

business is a law unto itself with 
regard to depreciation, because 
each business may use its property 
differently. 

Depreciation. to be deductible 
must be claimed in connection with 
roperty which is used to produce 
nceome; therefore the “depreciation 


of an automobile used as a pleas- 


ure ‘car cannot be deducted, but 
when an automobile is used b a 
physician for making calls, depre- 
clation may be deducted. Deprecia- 
tioh on a residence occupied dy the 
owner and used as a private resi- 
dence only is not deductible, but 
depreciation on property rented to 
others is deductible. Land can in 
no case be depreciated. 

Depreciation must be reasonable 
and should be charged off in equal 
annual installments or in accord- 
ance with other recognized trade 
practices, as for example over units 
of production. The depreciation 
must be individualized as to units, 
so that specific records may be 
submitted for verification. 

7. Amortisation. 

“The allowance for amortization 
covers the decline in value of the 
property subject thereto, and is in- 
clusive of the depreciation which 
would ordinarily be allowable sep- 
arately. Depreciation for any taxa- 
ble period after December 31, 1917, 
should ‘therefore not be claimed 
with respect to property as to 
which an allowance for amortiza- 
tion is claimed.” (Art 181, Reg. 45.) 

The allowance for amortization, 
as per section 214 (a) of the law, 
is limited to “huildings, machinery, 
equipment or other facilities) ves- 
sels) constructed, erected, installed 
or acquired on or after April 6, 
1917, for the production of articles 
contributing to the prosecution : of 
the present war,“ and to the 
amounts actually expended for such 
purposes by the taxpayer. Any al- 
lowance thus deducted may “at any 
time within three years after the 
termination of the present war” be 
re-examined by the commissioner; 
and if the deduction is found to be 
incorrect, the taxes for the year 
when the deduction was made shall 
he ‘redetermined, and any taxes 
due either the government or the 
taxpayers shall be paid or re- 
funded, respectively. 

If any allowances are made to a

8. Depletion, 

A reasonable deduction from 
gross income is allowed for the de- 
pletion of natural deposits (mines, 
oil and gas wells, ey and for the 
depreciation of mprovements, 
based upon cost, including cost of 
development not otherwise de- 
ducted. In the case of properties 
acquired prior to March 1, 1913, the 
fair market value as of that date 
“shall be taken in lieu of cost; and 
where mines, or oll or gas wells, 
as discovered on or after Merch 
1, 1913, and not acquired as a result 

f purchase of a proven tract or 
ease, where the fair market value 
of the property is materially dis- 
proportionate to the cost, the deple- 
tion allowance shall be based upon 
the fair market value of the prop- 
erty at the date of the @iscovery or 
within thirty days thereafter. In 
the case of leases, the deductions 
allowed shall be equally appor- 
tioned between the lessor and the 
lessee.” (Section .214, (a) 10.) We 
cannot here attempt to 
more than the general rule as above 
outlined, with. regard to depletion. 
Articles 201 to 233, inclusive, of reg- 
ulations 45 cover the subject fully. 
Depletion, it should be remembered. 
is part of the cost of sales, and 
represents the wasting or use of the 
orivinal investment itself: in other 
words, the investment or part of it 
becomes the object of sale. 

9. Charitable Contributions. 

Constributions and gifts made by 
individuals, if made to religious, 
charitable, scientific or educational 
organizations not operated for pro- 
fit (that is, to tax-exempt corpora- 
tions as defined by subdivision 6 of 
section 231 of the law, or to the 
special fund for vocational rehabili- 
tation) are deductible within the 
taxable year, to an aggregate 
amount not in excess of 15 per cent 
of the taxpayer’s net income includ- 
ing such payments.

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OUTLOOK FAR REVISE GOLF 
FROM GLOOMY CODE IS PLEA 


OF WESTERN 


Chicago, January 18.—Codifiea- 
tion of the rules of golf and other 


changes in the control of the game 


in America are expected to result 
from the threat of expansion by the 
Western Golf association and the 
decision to withhold action, accord- 
ing to details made public today by 
A. R. Gates, of Chicago, vice presi- 
dent, and James B. Nugent, of Kan- 
sas City, a director of the Western 


association, who were members of 
the committee that went to New 
York and arranged an armistice 
with the United States Golf associa- 
tion. 

Details of the threatened war for 
supremacy in American golf, given 
out atter the annual meeting last 
week ot the Western Golf assocla- 
tion, showed that plans were on 
foot for committees of Scotch and 
English golhers to come te America 
this summer to revise the code of 
golf in a manner to satisfy Ameri- 
cans without changing the’ funda- 
mentals of the game. 

In the conferences with the offi- 
cers of the U. S. G. A., the latter 
expressed disappointment at the 
slight changes obtained by the 

.nerican committee. that visited St. 
Andrews last summer; it was 
thought an entering wedge had 
made it likely that further confer- 
ences wouid bring about an entire 
re- writing of the ruijes, 80 that 
Players would not have to search 
through the entire code to find all 
the restrictions and penalties at- 
taching to some one phase of play 
as at present. 

Plan Expansion. 

It also transpired that officers 
of the U. 8. G. A. had promised to 
try to eifect any reasonable change 
to avoid the threatened expansion 
of the western association, agree- 
ing to make all its allied members, 
some 300 without votes, active 
members, together with some 150 
clubs now in that class, provided 
50 per cent of the allied clubs 
voted to becoma active members. 
The U. S. G. A. also increased its 
directors from 9 to 13 to include 
more Western men. 8 

In telling of the threatened war 
and its avoldances, Mr. Gates said 
that previous efforts to gain con- 
cession from the U. S. G. A. had 
proved futile. Then the directors 
of the Western association decided 
to submit the plan for expansion, 
but did not intend to publish the 
fact before the annual meeting. 

The next morning after the As- 
gociated Press had sent out the 
news, with a summary of the new 
constitution, according to Mr. 
Gates, officers of the U. S. G. A. 
called leaders of the Western As- 
sociation by telephone and request- 
ed a conference. The westerners 
went to New York and overtures 
for peace were made with such good 
will and conciliation that the west- 
ern golfers decided it would be un- 
fair not to postpone action until 
the parent body could have a 
chance to effect these revisions. 

Mr. Nugent said that while golf 
had been controlled almost ‘entire- 
ly from New York, only a third of 
the U. S. G. A. members having a 
vote and nearly two-thirds of the 
voting clubs being along the At- 
lantic, he felt satisfied the present

It wit 
have a capital of one million dol- 
lars, owned by southern business 
men, will have headquarters in At- 
lanta, Ga., and will be managed by 
men who have spent their lives in 
the express service of the south. 

John B. Hockaday, formerly vice 
president and general manager of 
the old Southern Express company, 
will become president of the 
Southeastern, succeeding Capt. 
Charles A. Lylerly, of Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. 

The decision of the Southern’ and 
the Mobile & Ohio to contract with 
the Southeastern for the handling 
ot express over their lines is stated 
by officers of the Southern to be 
based on the firm conviction that 
the south should havèé an express 
company of its own, engaged pri- 
marily in handling business orig- 
inating or terminating in the south 
and operated for the specific pur- 
pose of affording the shipping in- 
terests of the south an  @xpress 
service in keeping with their 
needs and responsive to their 
wishes. 

The new company will establish 
offices at all points reached by the 
Southern and Mobile & Ohlo and 
will open an active campaign of 
solicitation for express business of 
all kinds, both through and local.

Reason for Stability. 

Mr. Wellborn said in part: 

“Having passed through a period 
of most extraordinary price reduc- 
tions, 
greatest faM in the prices of com- 
modities in the short time of our 
history was witho a banking 
crisis. 

'‘*rhe Federal Reserve banks are 
undoubtedly responsible for the 
state of stability that exists, and 
the public, I think, fully appre- 
ciates this fact. There has been no 
contraction of loans, nor any con- 
traction of currency, but, on the 
contrary, both have increased great- 
ly within the past year. 

“The loans of the Atlanta Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, compared to 
one year ago, have increased about 
80 per cent, and on December 1, the 
money in circulation was the high- 
est per capita that it has ever been 
in the history of our country. The 
recent fall in prices cannot, there- 
fore, be attributed to contraction. 
The effect of the government ceas- 
ing to be a large buyer has been 
the turning point.”

COSTS SHOWING 
SLIGHT INCREASE 


Washington, January 18.—Living 
costs last December, as compared 
with those in December, 1919, 
showed an increase in 21 of the 
principal cities and a decrease in 10, 
according te the monthly review of 
the department of_labor. The great- 


est decrease noted was in Chicago, 
3.6 per cent, and the greatest in- 
crease was in Los Angeles, 6.2 per 
cent. 

The percentages of increase in 
the other 20 cities included: Mem- 


phis, 3.0 per cent; Jacksonville, 2.3 
per cent; New Orleans, 2.1 per cent; 
Houston, 1.1 per cent; Norfolk, 1.0 
per cent; Richmond, 1.0 per cent; 
and Atlanta, 0.4 per cent. 

In Savannah the cost of living 
remained the same during the 12 
months’ period. The 10 cities which 
showed decreases included: Birm- 
ingham, 0.7 per cent, and Mobile, 
0.6 per cent. 


F. E. Kamper, of the Kamper 
Grocery company, stated that while 
prices on some commodities ad- 
vanced in December, 1920, over 
those of 1919, staple groceries were 
far below 1919 prices. 

Increases in the cost of milk, 
coal and wood and large advances 
in rent was given by Mr. Kamper 
as the reason for the increase in 
the cost of living in Atlanta. Eggs, 
raisins and prunes are the principal 
commodities which sell for higher 
prices here than in 1919, he stated.
